ONE CARRIED WHEAT FLOUR, ONE GASOLINE, OTHER CARGOES UNKNOWN; 

THERE WAS AMPLE FOOD WITH EXCEPTION OF MILK, BUT LACK 

OF MONEY BECAUSE BANKS CLOSED; THERE WAS LOOTING BY SOUTHERNERS, 

FLOURISHING BLACK MARKET, THIEVERY, AND LACK OF GASOLINE. 

SMITHWICK SAID HE WAS UNAWARE OF BRUTALITY OR MOLESTATION 

ON PART OF OCCUPYING TROOPS, AND CIVIL SERVANTS WERE BACK 

AT WORK. HE COMMENDED SOUTH VIETNAMESE RED CROSS, AND THOUGHT 

JAPANESE EMBASSY WAS TREATED MORE FAVORABLY THAN OTHER 

REMAINING EMBASSIES. HE HAD FOUND FOUR AMERICANS - 

"BEATNIK," NUN, CHINESE-AMERICAN, AND MISSIONARY DOCTOR -

SAIGON AUTHORITIES WERE BENT ON BY-PASSING HIS OFFICE 

TO TALK WITH UNICEF OFFICIALS IN HANOI. HIS OPERATION 

WAS NO LONGER NECESSARY; HENCE, HE OPTED TO CLOSE IT DOWN. 

HE CONFIRMED THAT FULL-FLEDGED UNICEF OFFICE WILL BE OPENED
